As can be seen, Austria does quite as well as France in the real contending 
survival cases „ Where France does better is in having many more of the min- 
or survivals in the 6-5-U-3 range 0 That is, for a player in a win, or a 
real try for a win, I don't that Austria is a worse choice than France. The 
chances of survival are lower, but the chances of real accomplishment are 
little worse^, This certainly is the view of John Smythe, who has state~d
